On May 19, 2015, the Board of County Commissioners (Board) accepted cash donations
[$22,268] from various businesses, organizations and individuals and acknowledged in-
kind donations for Regional Parks and Open Space programs and facilities.

On February 10, 2015, the Board accepted cash donations [$142,197.08] from the Wilbur
May Foundation restricted for Wilbur D. May Center facility improvement projects, and
underwriting specific operating costs for staff, travel, training and marketing.

Donations are frequently made to the Regional Parks and Open Space programs and
facilities and formally accepted by the Board.

BACKGROUND

The citizens of Washoe County continue to support our parks, open space and natural
resources through their generous donations of time, materials, services and cash. Cash
donations have been received for park maintenance, improvements, programming, and to
assist with the safety and comfort of our citizens.
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The Robert Z. Hawkins Foundation donated funds for an Amphitheater performance on
June 27" of the National Air Force Band.
